"RIDING THE STANG." 


An Old Can torn That Still Liven In 


tlie A or tli of Enjjland. 


In some portions of the world the cus- 


toms of the "good old days" still obtain. 
The method pursued in the treatment of 
drunken husbands in the north of Eng- 
land is a survival from the time when 
there were no magistrates convenient be- 
fore whom, the erring husband might be 
haled. 


This method is known as "riding the 


slang," aud, though a ^ery old practice, 
quite recently two cases of its being en- 
forced were brought before the public 
notice. 


The erring husbands were tied astride 


long poles nnd carried in this ridiculous 
and uu7omfortable position through the 
streets of their town and followed by a 
jeering crowd of men, women and chil- 
dren, who did not hesitate to pelt them 
•with refuse, according to the time hon- 
ored usage on these occasions. 


There are variations o£ the methods of 


"riding the stang," however, that men- 
tioned above being perhaps the severest 
form. 


In parts of Yorkshire and other north- 


ern counties, for instance, "riding the 
stang" is practiced more as a vicarious 
punishment for any frailty on. the part 
of man or wife than a direct and per- 
sonal punishment, as in the cases in- 
stanced above. 


Needless to say, in the cases in which 


the ceremony is performed vicariously 
the person who rides the stang is not 
subjected to bodili., ill treatment at the 
bands of those whCperform it. 


It is usually some good natured friend 


•who is selected for bestriding the Btaug. 
lie is carried through the streets in the 
dusk of the evening on the shoulders of 
two men, preceded by another carrying 
a lantern. 


At every fifty yards or so the proces- 


sion makes a halt, during which the ac- 
commodating stang rider recites these 
verses: 


Good neighbors attend while I you harangue; 


"fin neither for your sake nor for my sake 


That I ride the stang. 


But it is for the wife of John Smith 


That I ride the stang. 


In the fullness of time the procession 


,; 5finds itself outside the house of the guilty 
" husband, where it disperses after a few 
* choruses of hoots and jeers.

The vocal discord, however, is seldom 


deemed sufficiently soul stirring, a sup- 
plementary pandemonium produced from 
pots, pans and kettles usually being em- 
ployed against the offender. 


QUEER HABITS OF THE MARTEN. 


He Ha« a, Ha^ciions Appetite For 


Honey and Ilia Own YOUIIK. 


"The Hudson bay uiar,teu,,tjie;little fur 


bearer whose skin is ever popular and at 
times exceedingly valuable, is still plenti- 
ful iii that region of fur bearers," said W. 
B. Salmon, ona time a trapper for the 
Hudson Bay company, "but 1 believe it 
would have been virtually extinct there 
long ago if it were not for a habit it Uus 
of making periodical disappearances, for 
the mystery of which I never heard any 
satisfactory explanation. 


"These disappearances occur every ten 


years. Where the animals go to no one 
knows. No dead ones are ever found, and 
no one has yet discovered any evidence of 
their migration to any other region. A 
few martens, of course, remain on their 
old feeding grounds, hut during the sea- 
sou of the disappearance of their fellows 
none of them will touch the bait in a 
trap, and consequently none is caught. 
Tbe next year the martens are hack 
again in their old haunts as numerous as 
over and for ten years more submit to 
being caught. 


"The Iludson bay martens seoin to be 


the only ones of the species that have 
this strange habif. The Lake Superior 
martens don't waste any of their time in 
disappearing voluntarily, but are found at 
the old stand year in alid year out, hous- 
ing themselves in hollow trees in the 
deepest woods and making life a perpet- 
ual burden to birds, squirrels, rabbits aud 
other small game oll which they prey. 


"The Lake Superior marten has one 


predilection of the palate, in which he re- 
sembles the bear. That is a passion for 
honey. He v ill line a wild bee to its 
home with the precision of the most ex- 
pert hue hunter, and the hidden sweets 
of that beo colony will have to be in a 
n.'ost inaccessible place if the marten 
doesn't boon revel in them. 


"Like the male mink, the male marten 


has an overpowering love not only for 
his own offspring, but for the ofti>prin£ 
of his fellow martens—such peculiar line, 
indeed, that if it wasn't for tho instinct 
and shrewdness of the mother martens 
the race of martens would have boon un- 
known long ago. The male marten is so 
fond of his young that he will oat them 
up whenever ho happens to Cud them. 
The mother, therefore, bears her young 
iu faome secret hiding place, and keeps 
them hidden until they lire half grown 
and able to defy the cannibalistic love of 
their sire. The female mink exorcises 
the same instinct \\ ith her progeny, for 
the father of them, as fond as he is of 
trout and other fish, will leave his fishing 
any time to dine on his interesting little 
family."—New York Times.

condition in which are present the phe- 
nomena -of a rise of tomperature, an ac 
celerated circulation and marked tissue 
danger. As to the primary cause there 
are several theories. One is that it is a 
disorder of the sympathetic nerve sjs 
tern or a derangement of the nerve cen 
tcrs in the brain which govern the 
processes of heat production, circulation 
and other functions of the body. Fever 
is generated fay chemical changes, prin 
cipally a process of oxidation or a burn 
ing up of the tissues of the body. A 
quickened circulation is the rule in all 
fevers, and this maintains a ratio of in- 
crease with the rise in temperature, 
every additional degree of he.it being 
marked by an increase of eight or ten 
pulse beats a minute.—New York Post.

One of the most serious difficulties in 


the way of land settlement in some 
;mrts of Australia Is said to he an ob- 
loxlous plant called the prickly pear. 
As a pest to farmers It may be fairly 
classed with the rabbits. It has taken 
possession of whole tracts of country, 
ind the settler has to light a pitched 
battle for every acre he calls his own. 
A single fruit brings forth thirty, sixty 
and even several hundred fold of good 
productive seed. All herbage may droop, 
die aud disappear in the oven of an 
Australian drought, but the pear sur- 
vives, flourishes and carries on Its proc- 
esses of expansion and reproduction 
with unconcern. In the fierce "strug- 
gle for life," when a drought Is devas- 
tating the laud, this pest Is a lUlng ex- 
ample of the survival of the "unfit- 
test" It was brought to Australia, 
like the rabbit, either for use or orna- 
ment, and it has become a plague and 
a pestilence. Its extermination In the 
colony of Queensland, at least, Is a, 
question of national Importance.—Les- 
lie's Weekly.

the entrance to the siihlirni'bt beauty of 
the fiords of the Lofodeu islands and has 
furnished so much material for the imag-' 
million ol the j^uthore of Norwogiau leg- 
ondry mid modern novelists. It is a real- 
ity. 
Not one, but several maelstroms ac- 


tually exist, and any of them will answer 
tho descriptions given by Victor lingo, 
.lull's Vornc. Edsnr A. I'oo and writers 
of lesser fame. The chief and most dan- 
gerous is an extraordinary whirlpool be- 
tweeu the islands of Moskenc and Itoesf, 
near tho southern extremity ot the Lofo- 
dfu archipelago. It is called Mosknaes- 
Stronuuen. Another, by the island of 
Vaero, called the Saelstrom, is almost as 
dangerous. 


There are many narrow channels be- 


tween tbu mountains where great vol- 
umes of water coming from opposite di- 
rections meet as the tide llows in and out. 
They form temporary whirlpools twice a 
u:.y, and during tire spring tides or when 
the natural currents are accelerated by 
I »>avy western gales pabsage is impossi- 
ble. No vessel could survive them. Even 
\\ hall's have born caught and whirled 
around until they were dead. Between 
times 
these 
channels 
look innocent 


erongh. Even small boats can pass safe- 
Iv through them at the proper time each 
day, and the departure uf the marl boats 
is regulated accordingly, but they have 
actually disappeared, being sucked into 
the vortex and carried to the bottom to 
whirl and whirl and whirl until the wa- 
ters are tired and flow away, carrying 
tire wrecks and bodies of the dead "Kith 
them on the undercurrent to emerge miles 
and miles distant. 


It is not strange tbat tbe ignorant and 


superstitious sailors of the middle ages 
attributed this mighty and mysterious ac- 
tion of the waters to supernatural power, 
and their imaginative minds, always cre- 
ating monsters and miracles out of natu- 
ral phenomena which they could not un- 
derstand, placed in them an octopus whose 
awful arms were always extended to 
grasp unwary mariners who were so un- 
fortunate as to come witbin Iris reach. 
Later writers and more intelligent repre- 
sented the maelstrom as a vast caldron in 
which the waters revolve with terrific 
speed, their centrifugal force extending a 
long distance and gradually drawing to- 
ward the center all who venture within 
their power. The mariners struggle and 
shriek in vain. The monster is inexora- 
ble, and when the crisis comes the vessel 
springs out of the water and 'then shoots 
suddenly down into the vortex, while the 
shrieks of terror and despair are drowned 
in the rushing of the hungry torrent and 
the howling of the winds. 


The straits are very dangerous, and all 


vessels are warned to keep out of them. 
The notes spon the charts issued by the 
Norwegian hydrographic office say that 
"when the wind is steady at flood and 
ebb tide each day the whirlpool is still 
for half an hour or more, when boats 
may then pass through, but half way be- 
tween flood and ebb tide the passage be- 
comes dangerous, although it can be used 
by steamers and large vessels when there 
is no wind for several hours a day. To- 
ward tbe height of the tide or when a 
gale is blowing the water revolves with a 
speed of twenty-six miles an hour in 
mighty whirlpools in which the largest 
steamers would be helpless."—Norwegian 
Letter in Chicago Herald.

COMMON SUPERSTITION. 


To Keep Flowera. 


If one wants to preserve flowers a 


few days longer than they would keep 
ordinarily, one should try this method: 
Clip the stems just a little and put one 
drop of ammonia and the tiniest pinch 
of salt in a vase of water, says the 
Montreal Star. Put the flowers in this! 
and unless the weather is very cool set | 
them outside the window overnight, j 
Put them in fresh water, with the drop 
of ammonia JMH! pinch of salt, every 
morning, and it will be found that they 
keep fresh and will not lose their crisp, 
"lifey'' appearance for mapy days. 
Roses have been known to keep in this 
preparation for a full week without 
drooping at all. Of course, flowers that 
have been worn for several hours will 
not keep so long, but even they will 
brighten up and seem grateful.

As to marriage for the college girl,

The 
ideal American girl.thinks that she can 
marry only the man without whom sbe 
will be unhappy.nncl tho average Amer- 
ican girl approaches this standpoint 
with an alarming rapidity." 


The Cnre of Cloven. 


In warm weather gloves grow shabby 
ery quickly. When the hand per- 


spires freely, as It always does in sum- 
mer, 
It is almost impossible to keep 


even the nicest gloves looking well for 
any length of time unless the hands are 
flipped Into and rubbed with line oat- 
meal just before the gloves are slipped 
on. The meal will absorb the perspira- 
tion that is the cause of the gloves be- 
coming stiff and discolored, and keep 
the hands, at least for n time, quite dry. 
Instead of the oatmeal, fuller's earth 
may be employed. 


When the gloves are removed, a little 


French chalk, fuller's earth, violet pow- 
der or oatmeal should be sprinkled Into 
them, into the fingers, as well as the 
palms of the gloves. Tills will prevent 
discoloration. 


Gloves should never be folded up or 


they will wrinkle and tit badly ever 
after. They ought to be laid away 
quite flat, with all the fingers pulled 
out carefully. 


When trying on a new glove, have 


plenty of time, for If it is put on care- 
fully and correctly the first time it will 
last longer and look better during its 
entire wearing life. The hand should 
neither be cold nor too hot. A hot 
hand will most likely be damp. If so, 
oatmeal or fuller's earth will correct 
Ibis, and the hand just comfortably 
warm and perfectly dry should be care- 
fully Inserted Into the glove, linger by 
linger, the thumb last. In removing a 
glove turn the wrist portion over the 
baud, then loosen the glove from the 
base of the lingers, uot from the uall 
ends. 


When white gloves are slightly poll- 


ed, they may be cleaned by rubbing the 
soiled part with a piece of India rub- 
ber or with a handful of baked Hour; 
pipeclay, magnesia and benzine are 
also excellent. The latter, however, 
should be used most carefully, never 
where there Is gus or very strong light 
or heat.-—Sarah Burrows in American 
Queeu.
